Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  West  Oxfordshire 
Combined  Districts  for  1943,  which  has  been  compiled  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  Circular  10/44  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  on  15th  February,  1944. 

These  circulars  state  that  reports  are  to  be  confined  to  essential 
and  urgent  matters  which  have  affected  public  health  during  the  year, 
especially  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  the  area  has  again  been  low; 
there  have  been  no  outbreaks  of  disease  attributable  to  war  conditions. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  was  continued  during  the  year.  Arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  for  this  work  to  be  done  by  the  School  Medical 
Officers  in  the  case  of  school  children;  in  the  case  of  children  under  5 
the  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres,  or  may  be  done  by 
any  general  practitioner  under  the  scheme  suggested  by  the  Ministry 
in  Circular  2753.  Only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year 
— a  mild  case  in  the  Banbury  R.D.C. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  death  rate  from  that 
disease.

Water  Supply 

During  1943  there  has  been  considerable  shortage  of  water  in  the 
Chipping  Norton  Rural  District  particularly  in  the  parishes  of  Charlbury, 
Enstone  and  Kingharn;  in  the  case  of  the  two  latter  parishes  water 
has  been  carted.  There  was  also  shortage  in  the  Borough  of 
Chipping  Norton,  necessitating  an  intermittent  supply.  Water  is  still 
being  carted  to  Hook  Norton  where  the  majority  of  the  wells  are 
polluted.  In  the  urban  districts  the  majority  of  the  houses  are  connected 
to  the  mains.  As  far  as  the  rural  districts  are  concerned  it  would  be 
difficult  to  give  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  proportion  of  dwelling 
houses  and  the  proportion  of  the  population  supplied  from  water  works 
directly  or  by  means  of  standpipes,  without  carrying- out  an  extensive 
survey.  There  is  no  question  of  plumbo-solvency  in  the  public  supplies 
of  this  area  as  practically  all  are  hard  waters. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  various 
districts  for  their  valuable  co-operation  during  the  year.

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Scarlet  Fever.  5  cases  occurred  during  1943.  4  were  removed  to 
Abingdon  Isolation  Hospital  and  1  was  isolated  at  home.  One  was 
a  case  of  surgical  Scarlet  Fever  in  a  child  age  1  year  following  burns. 
One  was  in  a  female  age  30,  1  in  a  male  age  15,  1  in  a  school  child 
(female)  age  10.  The  other  case  was  a  case  of  puerperal  Scarlet  Fever  in 
a  woman  who  had  been  recently  confined  at  the  Chipping  Norton  War 
Memorial  Hospital.  The  patient  and  staff  of  the  hospital  were  swabbed 
and  a  patient  and  a  nurse  were  found  to  be  carriers  of  Type  3  Haemolytic 
Streptococcus.  The  patient  was  isolated  and  the  nurse  removed  from 
duty;  no  further  cases  occurred. 

Measles.  61  cases  occurred.  There  were  no  complications. 

Whooping  Cough.  3  cases  occurred,  without  complications. 

Dysentery.  3  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred. 

Cerehro-spinal  Fever.  One  case  occurred  in  a  child  age  1  year. 

The  case  occurred  in  an  over-crowded  house;  the  patient  was  removed 
to  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford.

Water  Supply.  Owing  to  the  exceptionally  low  rainfall,  there  were 
many  complaints  of  water  shortage  during  the  autumn. 

At  Charlbury  the  supply  had  to  be  turned  off  each  night  from  the 
middle  of  August  to  January  1944.  It  is  hoped  to  lay  a  temporary 
pipeline  from  the  Fawler  system  to  augment  this  supply.  Restrictions 
had  to  be  imposed  in  some  other  villages. 

Water  had  to  be  carted  to  Church  Enstone  and  part  of  Kingham 
for  several  months,  and  to  Glympton  for  a  short  time. 

At  several  other  villages  the  inhabitants  had  to  go  a  long  way  for 
water  in  view  of  the  failure  of  their  wells. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  as  soon  as  circumstances  permit,  proper  piped 
supplies  will  be  made  available  in  the  various  villages. 

Water  Analysis.  72  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  during  1943,  of  which  21  were  in  Class  1, 10  in  Class  II,  11  in  Class  III, 
and  30  in  Class  IV.  Some  showed  contamination  for  the  first  time,  so 
possibly  the  very  dry  season  with  its  consequent  diminution  in  the 
springs  was  the  cause. 

The  Over  Norton,  Chadlington,  Steeple  Barton,  Leafield  and  Fin- 
stock  main  supplies  were  all  in  Class  I. 

A  spring  at  The  Slade,  Chadlington,  was  found  to  be  polluted  and 
was  cut  off.  A  small  reservoir  was  built  to  conserve  the  water  in  the 
other  springs  there. 

There  was  temporary  contamination  at  Lyneham  where  9  samples 
were  taken.  The  water  improved  from  Class  IV  to  Class  I. 

One  of  the  springs  on  the  Upper  Shipton  supply  was  again  con¬ 
taminated  and  had  to  be  plugged  off.  The  other  spring  was  found  to 
be  satisfactory.  The  Shipton  Village  and  Milton  supplies  were  in 
Class  II. 

There  was  minor  contamination  in  one  of  the  Charlbury  springs,  but 
after  protective  work  was  done,  the  quality  improved. 

Salford  too  was  contaminated,  but  protective  work  resulted  in  a 
Class  II  sample. 

Fifield  was  also  contaminated  temporarily,  but  later  improved. 

Churchill  again  produced  Class  IV  samples. 

At  Ascott  2  samples  were  reported  in  Class  IV,  but  protective  work 
improved  the  quality. 

There  was  a  Class  IV  sample  from  Idbury. 

Four  wells  at  Wootton — 2  public  and  2  private — were  all  in  Class  IV. 

The  other  samples  were  from  private  wells,  etc.  Many  of  them  had 
not  been  used  for  a  long  time,  but  were  needed  during  the  year  because 
of  the  failure  of  the  regular  supplies.

Scarlet  Fever.  18  cases  occurred  in  1943.  12  were  removed  to  Abing¬ 
don  Isolation  Hospital  and  6  isolated  at  home.  The  cases  were  distri¬ 
buted  in  parishes  as  follows: — Chadlington  4,  Great  Tew  4,  Shipton- 
under-Wychwood  3,  Churchill  2,  Steeple  Barton  2,  and  one  each  at 
Over  Norton,  Milton-under-Wychwood,  and  Kingham. 

Of  the  Great  Tew  cases  one  was  at  school  in  Chipping  Norton,  1 
at  the  evacuated  school  at  Tew  Park,  and  the  others  at  school  in  the 
village.  The  local  school  children  were  swabbed  and  no  carriers  found. 
The  milk  supply  was  also  investigated  and  this  proved  to  be  negative. 
Of  the  4  cases  at  Chadlington  2  occurred  in  the  Infant  School  and  2  at 
the  Senior  School. 

Of  the  18  cases  which  occurred  during  the  year  13  were  in  school 
children,  3  in  adults  and  2  in  children  of  school  age. 
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Diphtheria.  4  cases  occurred,  of  whom  3  were  removed  to  Abingdon 
Isolation  Hospital.  One  case  occurred  at  Great  Tew  (an  un-immunised 
boy,  who  died  before  admission  to  hospital).  No  carriers  were  found 
among  the  contacts.  2  cases  occurred  at  Charlbury,  both  school-children 
who  had  been  immunised  in  1940.  As  the  organisms  of  Vincent’s  Angina 
were  also  found  in  the  throat  in  each  of  the  cases  and  the  cases  were 
exceedingly  mild  it  is  probable  that  the  symptoms  were  due  to  that 
disease  and  not  to  Diphtheria.  The  fourth  case  occurred  at  Lynham  in 
a  girl  age  17  (un-immunised)  who  was  working  in  a  factory.  The  con¬ 
tacts  were  swabbed  and  all  proved  to  be  negative. 

Dysentery.  5  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred,  4  at  Chadlington  and 
one  at  Churchill. 

Cerehro-spinal  Fever.  One  case,  in  a  boy  age  12,  occurred  at  Kingham. 
The  patient  was  treated  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford. 

Whooping  Cough.  19  cases  were  notified  with  one  death. 

Measles.  135  cases  occurred;  they  were  of  a  mild  type  with  few 
complications. 

N on-Notifiable  Diseases: 

Undulant  Fever.  One  case  occurred  which  was  traced  to  milk  from  a 
tuberculin-tested  herd,  where  there  was  a  particularly  high  standard  of 
milk  production.

Diphtheria  Immunisation : 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  School  Medical  Officers  in  the 
County  to  undertake  Diphtheria  Immunisation  in  the  school  children, 
the  District  Council  accepting  financial  responsibility.  Children  under 
5  may  be  immunized  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  or  by  any  general 
practitioner  in  the  district;  the  County  Council  accepts  financial 
responsibility  for  this. 

During  the  year  142  children  under  5  and  103  school  children  have  been 
immunised  under  these  arrangements.  It  is  estimated  that  80  per  cent 
of  the  children  under  5  and  77  per  cent  of  the  school  children  have  now 
been  immunised.

Welfare  Centres  or  by  any  general  practitioner;  the  County  Council 
accepts  financial  responsibility  for  children  under  5. 

During  the  year  84  school  children  and  76  children  under  5  have  been 
immunised  under  the  scheme.  It  is  estimated  that  95  per  cent  of  the 
school  children  and  56  per  cent  of  the  children  under  5  have  now  been 
immunised.
